Statement of seivicees for which the decoration has been 
awarded 

On the 3let August, 1981 (night) and in the early hours 
of the 1st September. 1981, the Inspector of Police, Sattur 
Police Station, organised a raid with a party consisting of 
Sub-Inspector Arumugam Chockalingam and others to arrest 
Marlmuthu, a criminal. While the Inspector was combing 
Athipatti village alongwith his party, accused Marimuthu, 
who was hiding in the viUago, suddenly appeared from the 
north-eastern side of the village and ran in the direction of 
Mutharpatti village. Sub-Inspector Chockalingam chased the 
accused closely for a distance of about 3 kms. Accused 
Marimuthu suddenly turnpd back and attacked with an 
amval Inflicting a cut on his left side neck and shoulder 
blade.

Head Constable Kali Charan 
continued to grapple with him despite the knowledge that 
there was imminent danger to his life. The criminal fired 
another round which in the process of grappling missed the 
Head Constable again, Shri Kali Charan did not lose 
presence cf mind and with the help of another Policeman, 
was able to over-power both the criminals.

Rakshuk in full unitoim with a rifle and ammunition was 
creating painc and terror by firing indiscruninately fiom 
inside the Mahabirslhau Mandlr in Bongaigaon Town 
where a crovvd of devotees had gatliered loi tating our a 
procession. Shii Bircndra Rumar Hazarika, Sub-Inspector, 
Bongaigaon Police Station, alongwdh six Police offlcers|meii 
(inciuoing Constable LIday Das) rushed to the spot. The 
IHilice ppity learnt from the fleeing passersby that the 
RPSF Kakshak had run amuck and only Shii Ram Narum 
Yadav, Care-taker of the Temple, could approach him, and 
that the Rakshafc might react violently at the sight of the 
police party. As per orders of Sub-Inspector HaziiriKa, 
Constable Llday Das took off his uniform and worn civil 
dress aud cautiously approached the RPSF Rtvkshak keeping 
an eye on him all the time. The Rakshak who had already 
fired several rounds inijiscriminatcly on the crowd, came out 
of the Temple and fired another round in the an and took 
position behind a dump of bricks in the compound of the 
temple. On the other .side Sub-Inspector Hazarika along- 
w.th his men had already taken position. Shri Uday Das 
approached the Rakshak from behind. Hr noticed that the 
Rakshak had unbolted his rifle and was trying to reload it. 
Shri Uday Das with great presence of mind gave a signal 
lo tlic police party waiting m ambush and he hims elf flung 
on tile Rakshak and grabbed him. The Rakshak fell on 
the ground and was immediately over-pOwereed by the othoi 
policemen led by Shri Haziarlka. The RPSF Rakshak was 
then taken into custody and a .303 rifle (Mark IV) with 
18 Nos. of live caitridges, 5 empty cartridges alongwith 
5 charger clips were recovered mim his possesssloia. The 
RPSF Rakshak was later indentifled r® Brajbllash Pandey of 
•A’ Coy., 4 Bn., RPSF. 

Shri Uday Das, Constable, thus displayed conspicuous 
gallantry, exemplary courage and devotion to duty of a 
high order.

A large crowd had by then gathered and 
was involved in a clash by hurling of bombs, different lypes 
(.f missiles and brickbatt ng. People of that area were in 
frenzy ns houses were being ninsackod, looted and set on 
lire Shri .Mehta w'cnt inside the thickly populated area 
;ind entered into the lane.s in order to control the situation 
and save lives and property of the people at a great risk 
10 his life. He chased the miscreants w'lio were desperately 


oitargihg bombs aiming at the police. Ho stood up against 
a group of 30|40 armed miscreants. The crowd had 
become more violent and murderous. Shri Mehta accom¬ 
panied by his Security guard Constable Mukhtar AH faced 
the violent mob bravely and courageously trying their best 
to prevent them to proceed further and cause harm to the 
innocent pceoplC of the locality. Both of them did not 
retreat till they were over-powered by the ortned miscreants. 
They were slain In a most brutal manner by the riotous mob 
of anti-social elements.

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded 

On the 3id February, 1982, information was received 
about the presence of Shiv Rffi and his gang at Nagla Vljai 
Police Station, Jaithra. Shri Surendra Singh Neri, Deputy 
Supdt. of Police, collected the available force including PAC 
and divided it Into three parties. He decided to lead the 
main assault party and proceeded towards Nagla Vijai. 
Shri Ram Charan Singh, Inspector of PoUce, Shri Mukhtiyar 
Singh, Sub-Inspector of Police and Shri Prahlad Singh, Head 
Constable, were in the main assault party. As soon as the 
main assault party reached village ^gla Vijay, the dacoits 
opened Arc with au.omatic and semi-automatic weapons and 
bombs. Due to mounting pressure of the Police party the 
dacolts ran towards Nagla Makhan. After some tmie when 
the dacolts again encountered heavy and accurate fire from 
the police party, they ran and took refuge in village 
Lahehora. The Police parties continued the pursuit against 
heavy odds. Ultimately the dacolts took position n a field 
of standing wheat crop near village Lahehora an 1 divided 
themselves Into two groups, Shri Ncgi also farmed two 
assault parties and led himself one of them. In total 
disregard to their personal safety and Insplte of the heavy 
fire coming from till directions, Shri Negi and his party 
charged at the daco'ds from a distance of 15-16 yaida and 
shot dead six dacoits including the gang leader Shiv Raj.
